MKXT OF THE INTKUiOlt.

Veteran Furlough. A "'veteran
furlough" with the organization to
fthicb the soldier belongs, is distlu
flushed from ai Individual furlough
and means a furlough given contem-
poraneously to the wnole of said or-

ganization, embracing all its mernbeis
and it is operative fro u date or from
the moment of the disbandment or
aid organization at the place and

time designated for reudtzvous until
tne reassembling of the organ zitiou
it said rcudizvuus upon the expira
lou f said furlough; and an eulisted

man, having sucn "veierau furlough,"
i regaided, during the existence of it
as in ttie line of duty for peijsiouaol
purposes, "the same as if in the field
or hespltal "

Evidence. The written entries and
statements of a public ofllcer in Hit
discharge of his official duty are at-

tend! d with the legal presumption
tuatbisduty therein was properly

performed. A statement in the cer-
tificate for dlM-haig- e t liar, the disabil.
Ity, on accouut of which thcoldier
wasdiscbiimed, rx.'sted prh r to en-
listment,. wi only outweluhs the
presumption ot prior soutiduess, or
the claimant's ailegatloti tbeieto but
satisfactorily establishes the fact
stated, until th same is clearly
pioved.

Certitfcate of Disability. Record
evidence, tuch as t certificate of dis-
ability upon which a soldier was dfs
charged from the service, marie

with the facts to
which It relates, or upon which It
was based and showing origin, shuiild
be accep ed as proof appertaining to
the Incurrence of claimant's alleged
disability. Such a record possess? a
value superior to all other testimony
In relation to the existence and signi-
fication of a given state of facts, The
pension must be trranted.

Affidavit Amendatory of Declara-
tion. An iiflldavtt, haying the ttfect
of entirely changing the cnaracter
of tt cmlm, cannot be con-
sidered as ii amendment to an orig-

inal declaration and in order to be con-

sidered, it must state facts germaln
to the original basis of the claim.

Pdtholoulcal Sequence. The De-

partment holds that, iudetermiDgib
cause of u soldier, s death from disea: e
the opinion of the medical referee,
defining the pathological relation of
sala disea-- e to the origin of soldier's
pensionsiouable disability in the ser-
